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‘Broken Pledges in the 
Near East

N order to win the great war, promises of all 
| kinds were issued like Bolshevik money by the 
Allies 'to the neutrals, to the democracies of the 
world on both sides of the firing lines and to the 
Moslems of India and Arabia to induce them to fight 


against the Turk, the chief defender of the Faith. 


he British like to keep their promises—it is an 
ancient practice—but the war lasted so long and the 
Strain was so great that now that the time comes to 
redeem the promises, it is found to be most difficult, 
as many of them are in irreconcilable conflict with 


each other. 


The Arabs who fvought under Allenby certainly 


“expected to have a free, united and independent 


Syria. 


The Moslems of India were appeaied to by 
Gandhi, who has great influence with them, to aid in 


‘the recruiting. Gandhi found the Moslems, although 


very loyal to the British Crown, most reluctant to 
fight against the Turk. In the House of Commons 
in 1918 the Premier made the declaration and at the 
same time the Viceroy authorized Gandhi to say to 
the Moslems that the real fight was on the Germans, 


that the British had no feeling of hostility toward © 


the Turk except as an aid to the Germans, and that 
when the war was over, the Turk would be treated 
with consideration. Three times those promises were 
made, accepted, and Moslems volunteered. Of 
course, the Treaty of Sevres is in entire contradiction 
to these promises. 


_ Three years ago the American Committee on 
Mandates in Turkey found the British held in the 
highest esteem everywhere. At that time anything 
within reason could have been done with the Turks, 
and all through the Moslem world there was high 
hope of reconciliation with the Christian nations. 


The Turks said, ‘ We have had twelve years of 
war, the two Balkan Wars and the Great War, 


“neither of which we provoked and in which we were 


entirely on the defensive. We are very tired of war 
and long for peace. If America will take the Man- 
date for all of Turkey, every Turk will throw away 
his arms and devote himself to the processes of 
peace. No army will be necessary and only a 
moderate police force.” 


However, the making of peace and the recon- 
ciliation of promises were difficult matters, and 
seemed to be largely in the hands of Oxford men 
who did not distinguish between the ancient Greek 
and the modern one and who were determined to 
thrust the modern one into all kinds of places where 
he could not maintain himself. Venizelos got every- 
thing that he wanted and a good deal more than 
his country could manage. Men familiar with the 
modern conditions in the Balkans and Asia Minor— 
military men, consuls, correspondents and mission- 
aries—were not allowed to make any criticisms. One 
of the distressing figures around Paris at the time of 
the Peace Conference was poor old Bouchier, who 
for more than thirty years represented the London 
Times in the Balkans, knew every highway and by- 
way, loved the Balkan folk, and was trusted every- 
where by them, trying in vain to get a word into the 
British delegation. Afterward he died of a broken 
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heart in Bulgaria. He understood that the modern 
Greek did not provide the raw material for an 


imperial state, and efforts to crowd them up into 


Albania, into Thrace and into Asia Minor, could only 
result in disaster. 


Greeks Violate Armistice 


_ After the Armistice Smyrna was perfectly. quiet 
in thehands of a few British officers and soldiers. 
Then the Greek fleet was sent there without warning, 
in violation of the terms of the Armsitice, and 


proceeded to shoot up the waterfront killing many 


Turks. Refugees soon got word to Constantinople. 
The Turks are a fighting raceand, although apparent- 
ly down and out, would not accept this kind of 
treatment. A great mass meeting was formed in the 
Hippodrome and among others the Turkish feminist 
leader, Halide Hanoum, was called to speak to them, 
In a few days the whole situation changed, there was 
no further hope of peace, and all those who could 


escape fled to Angora. The British, instead. of 


recalling the Greek fleet and sending it home in dis- 
grace, arrested the most important Turkish leaders 
and tried to find Halide Hanoum, who, disguised as 


_@ peasant woman, escaped across the Bosphorus and 


to Angora. 


She and all the others now realized that the 
situation of the Turks was desperate, and no reliance 
was to be placed in the Allies. This little band at 
Angora without friends, money or equipment, then 
proceeded to organize a government and to put up 
one of the fights of history. A year ago they had 
an excellent wheat crop which was much needed by 
the Bolsheviks and for which the latter gave gold 
and military material. The Moslem world is now 
well provided with newspapers and other means of 
communication, and soon the drama of this little 
Turkish group making the last stand for an in- 
dependent Moslem state was known everywhere. 
The Turks regaired their former position of 
leadership, and in all of the mosques prayers were 
again said for the Sultan. 


The feeling grew so strong and so wide-spread 
that five of the Mohammedan advisers of the 
French government a year ago united in a declara- 
tion to it that they could not be responsible for the 
tranquility of the French Moslems in Morocco, 
Algiers and Tunisia, unless the government made a 
quick settlement with Angora. In consequence the 
French soon cleared out of Asia Minor and gave 
the Turks not only large additional territory down 


to the sea, but also some military equipment. The 


Italians felt the same kind of movement behind them 


in Tripolitania and realized the wisdom of doing. 
likewise. They also got out of a fine portion of 


Asia Minor, leaving the Turks the useful harbor of 
Adalia and military equipment. 


Kemal Takes the Reins 


The balance of power thus shifted over toward 
Mustapha Kemal, He hada well organized govern- 
ment, considerable military material, and the whole 
Moslem world behind him. However, he now had 
a double responsibility, the responsibility to establish 
asecure Turkish state that could fully resist any 
further attack, and also as military head of the 
Moslem peoples to find a secure and appropriate 
place for the Kaliph. The Moslems who had been 


enticed into fighting the Turk during the war and 


who were resentful at the Treaty of Sevres, the 
French occupation of Syria and the establishment 
of the Zionist state in Palestine, now began to make 
it clear that they would not be satisfied with any re- 
trenchment of independent Moslem territory. All 
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of old Turkey would have to be kept Moslem. It 
need not neczssarily be all Turkish, much of it 
might be Arabic, but it must be clearly and in- 
dependéntly Moslem. 


The British have taken a great deal of res- 
ponsibility in backing the Greeks in all these 
various enterprises. They went into Smyrna _ to 
take three thousand miles of territory, but they 
actually took thirty thousand and in their retreat 
destroyed everything there and tried to destroy the 
old Turkish capital of Brousa, one of the most 
beautiful of cities. 


The story of this destruction is still to be told, 
‘but the Turks are not propagandists and tte Greeks 


have not been boastful of their activities there, | 
nor in Albania, nor in Thrace, through which 


Bulgarian students and teachers.are generally not 
allowed to pass, nor at Mt. Athos, where they are 
doing their utm»st to thro:tle both the Russian and 
Buigarian Monks, seize their fine monasteries and put 


an endto the oldest and most beautiful Christian 


services in the world. The Bulgarian Monks are 
prisoners. They are allowed no B ilgarian newspapers 
Or communication with the outside world, nor may 
they receive other Monks. Mt.’ Athos has been a 
religious Republic ever since the second century and 
in the five centuries of its control by the Turks there 
were never any proceeding: of this kind. 


All efforts to mike an imperial state of Greece 


a have entirely failed, three years of most precious 


time have b2en wasted, and the relation between the 


-. Moslem world and the Christian world has been so 


strained that it will take at last a generation o get 
back where we were three years ago. It will prob- 
ably take as long a time to liquidate the various 
political promises as it will to liquidate the financial 
ones, but they will have to be liquidated, and am: ng 
them the principles of the fourteen points ot 
President Wilson which were widely disseminated 
throughout Asia and are regarded by people of all 
sects a3 the foundation of the world that is to come. 


But the blame for what has occurred the last 
three years must not be put upon the Moslems. The 
initiative has come from Europe. Certainly no hope 
of reconciliation is now pssible by persisting in all of 
the policies that have so much estranged them. A 
very sharp halt should be called and a sincere and 
earnest effort made to see if an understanding 
is still possible. Fortunately there is now someone 


in that world who can speak with authority—more 


authority than anyone else has had in a long time— 
and Mustapha Kemal is a frank, wise and reasonable 
person to deal with. 


In this respect, at least, we are fortunate.

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Dr. Sun Thinks Japan Made 
Great Mistake in World War! 


R. Sun Yat-Sen, former president of the Canton 
government, and now a resident of the French Con- 
cession in Shanghai, was recently interviewed by a 

representative of the ii, one of the leading papers 
published in Japan, and in the interview stated his belief 
that Japan made a great mistake in not joining Germany in 
the European War, for thereby, “all Asia would have risen 
against the Whites, and today there would have been an Asia 
controlled by the Asiatics.” 

The following translation of Dr. Sun’s interview 
appeared in the Fapan Advertiser, the American newspaper in 
Tokyo, on November 26,and there is also appended the 
Advertisers editorial comment on the same subject; 


“In joining in the World War on the side of the Allied 
Powers, Japan failed to utilize the golden opportunity of 
making Asia exclusive for the Asiatics,” said Dr. Sun. “Such 


an Asia would have opposed the Whites. especially the 


Anglo-Saxons. At the beginning of the World ar, I 
wrote Mr. Inukai, president of the Kokuminto, urging Japan 
to assist the Teutonic Powers, eran impairing the relative 
strength of the Anglo-Saxons and balancing the power of the 
world. The result of such a situation would have been the 
promotion of the position of Japan to the real leadership of 
the Asiatics. But Japan did not accept my advice, thus 
letting slip a heaven-sent opportunity of making herself the 
leader of the Orient. 

“If Japan had understood what is called high politics, 
and, if she had been bold enough to declare war against the 
allies, Annam and Singapore would have risen in arms against 
France and England. There is not the slightest doubt but 
that the Indians would have revolted against Great Britain 
and that the Turks and Chinese would have recovered their 


' mational consciousness and supported Japan in her effort to 


unite Asia, | 
“As it is, Japan participated in the war on the side of 


the Allied countries with the result that realization of the | : 


Pan-Asiatic plan has been delayed indefinitely. As Japan has 
shown herself incapable of seizing this opportunity. it will 
be China that will be called upon to make Asia a place for 
Asiatics in the future. | 


“In the early days of the World War, I called upon 
various Japanese statesman of influence and urged them to 
use their weight in influencing public opinion in favor of 
participation on the side of Germany. They, however, 
refused to listen to me seriously. Some of them, indeed, 
showed agreement with my view, but when it came to action, 
they hesitated. And the result is that the best opportunity 
of making Asia Asiatic in every sense has been lost. 


“It is not too late for Japan to undo what she did 
blindly during the war. If Japan really wishes to see ASia 
controlled by the Asiatics, she must promote relations with 
the Russians. Russians are Asiatics. There runs in their 
veins Asiatic blood. Japan must make common cause with 
the Russians in opposing the aggression of the Anglo- 
Saxon, In shaking hands with Russia in the work of assert- 
ing the rights of the Asiatic alone lies hope of salvation 
from the catastrophe to which Japan and the other Oriental 
countries are being forced by the unsatiable ambition of 
Anglo-Saxons.” 


Dr. Sun’s Regrets 
( Editorial from Fapan Advertivr, November 26) 


Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s picture of the golden opportunity 
Japan lost when she chose to aid the Allies instead of the 
Central Powers will excite very little regret in this country. 
There was an opportunity that Japan ignored in those 
momentous early months of the Great War, but the mistake 
was made not in the choice of a policy with respect to 
Europe but in choosing an Asiatic policy. Dr. Sun’s argu- 


ment is not anew one. Those who have followed his career. 


during the last decade will remember several occasions when 
his voice has been raised in the wilderness to cry the coming 
of a Messiah who would preach the gospel of freedom for 
the colored peoples of Asia from the hated domination of 
the whites. Hedid, as he says, try in the first part of the 
war to interest Japanese leaders in taking the side of the 
Germans, but with what lack of succeess the choice of the 
Japanese government showed. Japan’s leaders saw then 
what is apparent to any well-informed student of world 
affairs today. here was never any assurance that the 
Asiatic portions of European Empires would have risen in 
revolt in response to the call of a non-white leader. The 
immediate effect of the course Dr. Sun then preached would 
have been to isolate the Far Eastern allies of Germany and 
to confront them with American intervention, probably at a 
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much earlier date than it actually came. The loss of British 
friendship would have been a severe enough blow, but the 
invitation of British and American enmity combined would 
have meant ruin for China and Japan alike. Not that we 
believe Japan ever waved in the face of such an alternative, 
or debated the advantages of a German or the British 
alliance. She elected to take the wise and honorable course 
and held to it loyally throughout the war, in spite of the 
considerable elements of her population. all, outside her 
government, that sympathized with the German cause. In 
that respect she made no mistakes. 7 


But there was a golden opportunity that came and was 
thrown away. Japan would have come to the end of the 
war as the acknowledged champion of the Asiatic peoples if 
she had only seén and seized upon the chance the war 
gave her to cement her ties with China. Instead, those who 
were in control of her government chose to take advantage 
of the situation then presented to assert a predatory policy 
toward her great continental neighbor. hen the peace 
conference came Japan participated under the handicap of 
China’s bitter hatred and the enmity, moreover, of the 
Russians, who, as Dr. Sun says, have a large place in the 
Asiatic world. She had isolated herself in Asia, when she 
might have gone to Paris as the champion of the non+«white 
races and waged an effective campaign for their rights, 
including those of her own people. The present govern- 
ment and its immediate predecessors realized that, and 
they have done what they could to make amends for the 
blunders of the war years. They have already gone more 
than half way to make the Chinese people their friends, and 


the new policy toward Russia is nothing less than what Dr. 


Sun is urging, policy aimed at “shaking hands with the 
Russian.” As the famous Chinese visionary says, it is not 
yet too late for Japan to undo what her misguided leaders 
did with their Asiatic policy during the war. She has 


already set about this, and no one looks upon the progress | 


of her efforts to win recognition as the first power in Asia 
by the friendly consent of the Asiatics themselves than 
these same Anglo-Saxons whose “insatiable ambition” is 
such a nightmare to Dr. Sun. 


Will China’s Next ae 
Civil War Start in Szechuen?

EST China’s military strength has split with the 
W greater force going to the Chang Tso-ling-Sun Yat- 

sen combine and Wu Pei-fu getting the remainder 
through an agreement just now being worked out. Despite 
the claims of the chieftains regarding the recent settlement 
of the military troubles here, the new war program con- 
templates much fighting. Representatives of Sun Yat-sen. 
are here conferring and have succeeded in enlisting the 
support of the war party of muilitarists from the Japanese 
military training school here. The real power of this party 
is Hsjung Ko-wu, former military governor, who is now 
influential although he keeps his plans dark. 

The midnight oil is burning in the conference rooms 
where he and Sun’s delegates and the Liu Cheng-hsun clique 
are striving to perfect an arrangement to throw West China 
to Chang Tso-ling against Wu Pei-fu. Liu is the reigning 
provincial generalissimo. Tan Mao-hsin commanding the 
first army would enter this combine as a follower of Liu. 
Teng Hsi-hou generalissimo of the Chungking district is a 
strong but uncertain factor. He might support Wu Pei-fu 
and if he did Wu would become a powerful factor in the 
eastern partof the province since Yang Sen, former ruler of 
the Eastern part of the province who was ousted by the 
present rulers has Wu backing and may attempt a comeback. 


Liu Chun-heo, former governor who’ was driven out by 
Hsiung Ko-wu long ago has been in Shensi province and 
North Szechuen for three years asa’ supporter of the ‘Wu 
clique. He would throw the influence of -his armyto Wu 
and help Yang return and this would give Wu strength in 
Eastern Szechuen and-probably would mean heavy fighting 
around Chungking..°Tan Mao-hsin’s support of the Chang- 
Sun combine and Teng Hsi-hou’s support of Wu Pei-fu 
(which is problametical) threatens Chungking with hostilities.

any outside party but due to the inability of agreeing among 
themselves consider affiliating with an outside party, the chief 
purpose in bringing outside pressure against their internal 
foes. Hsiung Ko-wu is sending General. Ho militarist 
educated in Japan to Shanghai to confer with Sun Yat-sen 
in order to completethe pact. -Sun’s delegates are here as 
well as delegates from the Peking government. A victory 
for Wu Pei-fu and his followers would mean West China’s 
rejoining the Peking government which is being desperately 

Sporadic fighting has occurred in different parts of. 
Szechuen province quite recently. Reports just received 
here in Chengtu by Chinese officials and commercial houses 
tell of a row among the troops at Suininghsien in the 
Central part of the province where according to reports one 
important street was burred by the fighters. Officials 
minimize the affair saying that it was only a row among 
soldiers due to a misunderstanding of the sentries. Troops 
numbering approximately 10,000 mutinied at Suifu in the 
southern part of the province but reports give no details of 
casualities. General Liu Cheng-hgufh joint military and 
civil governor is rushing his trusted subordinate there to 
quell the disturbance. Liu says the trouble arose when two 
discharged captains induced the soldiers who formerly 


belonged to thearmy of Yang Sen when he was military 


ruler of the province to rebel because they had not received 
pay. The mutineers fled to the mountains with their arms. 

Such affairs are important only as indicators of dis- 
satisfaction among the troops and a general nervousness 
throughout the country. Despite assertions of the military 
officials that all danger of a renewal of general fighting has 
passed, the public expects trouble any time and in the 
spring at the latest. The conference of military chieftains 
here in Chengtu which has just closed, attempted to settle 
the provincial trouble and prevent further warring, 
accomplished every purpose and has guaranteed peace, but 
the public believes it 
actual report on the conference has not been ‘published. 
Liu whose position as provincial generalissimo was 
rendered secure through the Conference when interviewed 
7 your: correspondent was optimistic. He declared that 
all provincial dangers were dissipated. He favored a con- 
tinuance of Szechuen’s independence from Peking saying 
that they should not affiliate with Peking until a legal 
government had been constituted there. Heclaims to favor 
the ultimate reunification of China with a strongly centraliz- 
ed government, but is strongly opposed to Wu Pei-fu 
saying that Wu has military ambitions and his domineer- 
ing attitude is a. nifenace to China. Liu is a firm 

iever in Sun Yat-sen and believes that Sun deserves the 
presidency and will be chosen for the post eventually 
although in his next statement he lamented this fact because 
of Dr. Sun’s reported impractical ideas. 

General Liu thinks Szechuen province should straighten 
up its own affairs before affiliating with Peking, saying that 
two years will be required before the time for reaffliation 
is ripe. He declares that Wu Pei-fu can't send an army 
into Szechuen and knowing this impossibility he won't 
attempt it. He scorns the report that Yang, his vanquished 
foe is returning to the province with Wu backing. The 
military officials declare the agreement reached at the 
provinical conference-provides for a reduction of the army 
by 20,000 and a general redistribution of the armies through- 
out the province. 

The student unions and the chambers of commerce have 
petitioned for a reduction of the army, citing the shrinkage 
of the provincial commerce as evidence of the evils of the 
military rule. The students and teachers are planning a 
general strike because the teachers have been unpaid for 
some months. Many of the foreign firms are also planning 
to close their offices in Chengtu because the turbulent 
political conditions have ruined -business. 
-°> Another mutiny has broken out among -the West China 
troops and reports "here state: it is: spreading along: the 
Min River a hundred miles south -of here: . The reports state 
thatthe unpaid soldiers are running amok, turning robbers 
and- preying ‘upon the river trafic. During the recent 
Military Conference here the chieftains reached an agreement 
to rédistribute the troops over the province and efforts to 
execute this program are opposed by. the men who ‘are 
rebelling in several places. The officials are taking drastic 
steps to check the spread of the movement Every mutiny

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Dr. Sze to Carry Messages 


S U rging Internal Reforms 


Dr. Sao Ke Alfred Sze, Chinese Minister to the United. 


States and chairman of the Chinese Delegation to the 
Washington Conference, was presented with a set 0 
resolutions dealing with the unsettled internal political 
situation in China at a reception and dinner given him by 
sixteen public organizations in Shanghai on Tuesday evening, 
December 12. Dr. Sze was asked by the organizations to 
present the resolutions tothe President and other officials 
of the government at Peking and was urged to use his 
influence in bringing about the improvements demanded in the 
resolutions. Dr. Sze has been the recipient of many 
receptions, dinners and other honors in Shanghai on the 
part of Chinese and American organizations since his arrival 
from America two weeks ago. He expects to proceed to 
Peking early next week. 


The resolutions presented to Dr. Sze on behalf of the 
Chinese organizations were as follows: | 


‘Nine powers wete, represented at the Conference on 


_ Limitation of Armaments at Washington including China. 
_ The delegates of the other eight powers passed a resolution 


at the conference to express their desire to see that China 
disarm her superfluous troops at an early date. When China 
asked for an increase in the tariff rates, the other powers 
pointed out that such increase would enable the militarists 
to be more active. Again when China asked for the abolition 
of extraterritoriality, they further pointed out that before 


' the promulgation of the National Constitution, militarism 


played havoc in the country while life and property was not 
secure and law could not find its enforcement. 


“At the joint meeting of the conference of the Union of 
Chambers of Commerce and the Provincial Educational 
Associations held in Shanghai as well as at the recent con- 
vention of the Union of Chambers of Commerce in Hankow, 
resolutions were passed on the necessity of supervision of 
national finance, the adoption of a Constitution and 
immediate disarmament. Repeated declarations were made. 
Telegrams were circulated urging the government and the 
ee rag authorities to act in accordance with the will of the 
public. 


“These indicate that disarmament is a question of im- 


mediate importance to China. It is not only the will of the 
public but also the desire of the friendly powers interested in 
this country. Militarism has been the fundamental cause of 
the chaos in politics, the unsoundness of our financial system 
the sufferance of the common populace and the destruction o 

industry. In time of peace, the soldiery consumes immense 
sums of money draining the national treasury to emptiness. 


After a war, a goodly portion of them becomes bandits to 


prey upon the peaceful citizens. With their soldiery, the 
militarists trade political influence among themselves for 
their selfish interests. | 

“At present. banditry in Honan has superseded the local 
authorities. Even foreigners are being held for ransom. 
Consequently, foreign residents in Hankow held a mass 
meeting to devise means of relieving the situation. The 
meeting asked the consular body in Hankow to lodge a strong 
protest with the Peking government and elected a delegation 
to approach the various foreign organizations throughout 
the country on this matter so that some definite views of the 
foreign community in China might be expressed on the ques- 
tion of disarmament. 

“At the conference of the Union of Chambers of Com- 
merce, resolutions were also passed asking the co-operation 
of friendly powers in the following two matters: 

“That the nationals of the friendly powers be requested 
to ask their respective governments and importing firms to 

frain from furnishing any weapons of war or machinery 
or the manufacturing of munition to Chinese militarists 
before the complete disarmament of the country. 
' “That the governments and financiers of the several 
nations be requested not to loan any money other than for 
éonstructive purposes before the complete disarmament of 


the nation. | 
.“We believe that this is the only remedy left to us to cure 


the present diseased system of militarism. We believe that 


tnless we at once realize the imminent danger of Our country, 
some one else is going to reconstruct our country for us, 
The pee of international control is at our door! Our heart 
bleeds when we think of what might happen! 

“Realizing that you. as the Chief Delegate to the 
Washington Conference, are responsible for the €xecution of 
the resolutions passed at the gathering, and realizing that the 
question of disarmament in China is one which today engages 
the foremost attention of both ourselves and our friends 
abroad, we take this opportunity of voicing the sentiments of

“At the same time, you are requested to inform the 


foreign diplomats at Peking to refrain from furnishing the — 


government any arms or money before the system of disarma- 
ment is carried out. 
“Then and only can our national prestige be preserved 


and our sufferance be relieved. We are citizens, having no 


political friends or foes. We have no affiliations with parties ! 


We are not tools of any particular interest! We make 
this public declaration which is based on the genuine opinion 


of the public. We will prert any one who acts in ac- 


cordance with the public will and will oppose any one who 
disobeys it. Ifthe militarists persist in remaining in their 
obnoxious position without realizing their faults and sins, 
thus inviting interference from abroad and disappointment at 
home, we shall, in a spirit of self-determination based on our 
right of citizenship, take such measures as we deem fit!” 
Dr. Sze’s most important address since his return was 
delivered before a meeting of the American University Club 
of Shanghai which was attended by approximately 200 
Americans and Chinese. Using as his subject, “American 
Friendship for China,” he referred to the opening of Ameri- 
can colleges and universities to Chinese students, the 
response of the American people to the appeal for famine 
relief in China in the winters of 1920-21 and to the support 
given China at the Washington Conference. | 
Dr. Sze, in part, said: | 
“Many of our difficulties in adapting ourselves and bring- 
ing into force the various principles of the Washington 
Con ference are due to the fact that we have not vet organized 
our government since the downfall of the empire a dozen 
years ago. The foreigner who lives in China and who reads 
the newspaper stories of disorder and confusion and who 


often has his business affairs disarranged through politica] 


disorder, is likely to lose patience and even to lose faith. 
All that I can say in this regard is that as yet no political 
genius has devised a method whereby a nation can change its 
form of government without strife and disorder.” 

He closed his address with the following words ot advice 
to the Chinese members of the audience: : 

“There is no question of American friendship and 
faith im the ultimate destiny of China. We have got to take 
a serious inter¢st in the welfare of our country. We 
have got to work hard to make our country the nation 


to whith its great territory and people entitle it. We — 


must cooperate to set our house in order. We must place 
the ‘interests of our nation over and ebove those of eur 
own or any political party. If we do our part, I am sure 
that our friends will do their part in extending the assistance 
which we may require.” 

Sun Han-chang, chairman of the Chinese General Cham- 
ber of Commerce, also addressed the meeting on a subject 
connected with Chinese banking and finance.

The Yangtse River 


Commission 
BY YANG PAO LING, * 


6 ba Yangtse River, with a length of over 3,000 miles 
and a drainage area of approximately 800,000 square 
miles, is the most valuable asset possessed by the 
Chinese people. As the Yellow River is sometimes called 
**China’s Sorruw’’; so the Yangtse may be fittingly called 
‘China's Happiness.” From time immemorial, the Yangtse 
has been bestowing blessings upon the Chinese by irrigating 
their fields, carrying their vessels from one place to another, 
and providing their tables with delicious fish and crabs, thus 
making the territory through which it flows the most flourish- 
ing country in Eastern Asia. Here is an example. of 
Nature's ingenuity which is impossible for engineers and 
scientists to duplicate. The mighty river, which carries an 
average of no less than 1,000,000 cubic feet of water a 
second, can easily bring disaster through fluctuation in its 
discharge, but Nature has provided the river with enormous 
lakes to take care of the changes in the different seasons. 
This remarkable influence of the Tung Ting Hu, the Chin 

Chao Hu, the Po Yang Hu, etc., in their ability to absor 

flood flow and yield this excess water gradually after the 


flood season, is a property of the Yangtse which is not to be 
found in another river of equal magnitude. For thousands 


of years, this big river served the inhabitants in a most 
obliging useful way and there was hardly any mention 
in history of the complaints for its services. The fact that 
there was no government institution for the conservancy of 
the Yangtse, such as we find on the Yellow River, the Yung 
Ting Ho, the Grand Canal, and the like, shows that there 
had been no call for such an establishment. 


But things have changed. Through utter neglect by the 
authorities and people, the safety valves provided by Nature 
have been gradually reduced in their usefulness, until now 
they are quite inadequate for storage purposes. We have 
heard constant cases of inundations along the Yangtse during 
recent years, particularly inthe Hunan and Hupei districts, 
which cause damages to the extent of millions of dollars. 
In the Kingchow district alone, more than a million dollars 
is spent every year for dyke-construction and dyke-repairs. 
And then with the introduction of steam navigation with the 
ever increasing draught for steamers, our foreign friends 
have told us that the government should conserve the Yangtse 
in order to keep up with modern commercial requirements. 
Besides, at certain places, where the river has failed to behave 
in accordance with local desires, the interested parties have 
agitated and complained, as if the process of eroding on one 
bank and building up on another were caused by the Chinese 
government and therefore it has to be responsible for the 
consequence. 


Thus, you see, the establishment of an organization of 
some kind to look after the Yanxtse was called for by many 
interests, each having an iron of itself in the fire, The 
government received all kinds of petitions, recommendations, 
and memoranda, urging the formation of a special board 
for the purpose of flood prevention, land reclamation, aiding 
navigation and shore protection and even for the development 
of water power, The Peking authorities, however, assumed 
a very passive attitude and, with the exception of few 
instances where very aggressive measures were taken by 


interested parties, no definite steps were taken by the govern- 
ment. 


The Yangtse River Commission, or properly called 
‘‘Commission for the Discussion of the Improvement for the 
Yangtse Waterway,” was organized during the early part of 
this year and the first meeting of the Commission was held on 
February 10, 1922. Here again, our foreign friends played a

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very important part, as is the case of most of the new move- 
ments in this country, both good and bad.. I will tell you the 
story ina very brief way. : 


On November 7, 1919, the Conference of British 
Chambers of Commerce held at Shanghai passed the 
following resolution :— 


“That in view of the importance to China of the 
Yangtse River as its main inland artery of trade, and the 
little actual knowledge of its channels, this Conference 
is of the opinion that the time has come when an accurate 
survey should be made of the entire river and all main 
waterways which feed or drain the system. It is further 
suggested that the Chinese government be petitioned to 


appoint at the earliest time a Conservancy Board to deal 


with the question, but that strong pressure be brought to 
bear on the government at once to undertake adequate 
measures for the aid of navigation on the Yangtse and 
its main tributary waterways.” 


And in the following November that august bo«!y passed 
another resolution which reads :- 


“That as a preliminary to the appointment by the 
Chinese government of a Conservancy Board to improve 
the navigation of the, Yangtse, as recommended in the 
Resolution passed at last year’s Conference, this Con- 
ference would strongly urge the nomination of a 
technical commission to make preliminary study of the 
whole question with a view to formulating general . 
proposals as to the lines on which this work should be 
taken in hand.” 

As a result of,and in connection with, these two resolu- 
tions a certain amount of propaganda was conducted and 


pressure was brought to bear on the government, but there | 


was no definite response. It was not until the spring of 1920, 
that this matter was brought to the attention of the govern- 
ment and the writer was appointed on April 10 by the 
National Conservancy Board to proceed to Shanghai to make 
the necessary investigations and submit my views. I con- 
sulted Sir Francis A. Aglen, the Inspector General of 
Customs, before I left Peking, and through his co-operation 


Was given access to the files of the Marine Department of 


the Customs and the Whangpoo Conservancy Board. 
spent about two weeks in Shanghai, discussing the matter 
with the Chief Engineer of the Whangpoo nservancy 
Board, the Coast Inspector of the Customs, the Commissioner 
of Customs, the Commissioner of Foreign Affairs, and Mr. 
Chang Chien, the industrial leader at Nantungchow, and 
came tothe conclusion that it was most desirable for the 
Chinese government to organize a Commission on her own 
initiative. [ submitted a rather lengthy report upon my 
return to Peking, in which I urged very strongly that the 
government should at once organize a commission to make a 
study of the Yangtse and to look after the various interests 
connected therewith. You will find the condensed text of 
that report in the Governmen: Gazette. | 


This report on the Yangtse was well receiwed, and the 
president referred it to the Cabinet for action. The Cabinet 
Ministers had many discussions and they considered the 
matter so important that they referred it to the Ministry of 
Interior, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, the Ministry of 
Communications, the Ministry of Finance and the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Commerce, for joint action. As the 
‘saying goes, ‘ Every body's business is no hody’s business,” 
so the document was pigeon-holed and for some time no- 
thing was heard of it. | 

t was not until December, on the occasion of the 
presence in China of Mr. F. Palmer, a British engineer of 
repute, that the matter was again brought to a head. Through 
the influence and efforts of Sir Francis A. Aglen, Mr. Palmer 
was asked by the Chinese government to make an inspection 
of the river from Hankow to Shanghai. I was asked to 
accompany him together with Mr. H. von Heidenstam, and 
we left Hankow on December 12 and reached Shanghai on 
December 17. | F 

The trip was taken in the Customs’ revenue cruisers and 
the River Inspectors of the Customs accompanied us as our 


' guides. In this connection, | must mention the excellent 


work done by the Marine Department, without which, the 
trade on the Yangtse could never have been developed to the 
present stage. The department has made careful surveys of 
the various reaches which govern the draught of steamers 
and has provided various facilities to aid navigation. 
The Marine Department of the Customs and the Whangpoo 
Conservancy Board are the two institutions which have made 
the most exhaustive studies of the Yangtse and they are in 
possession of the most valuable data on the subject. 

The arrangement made between the Chinese govern- 
ment and Mr. Palmer was that he was to make a trip on the 
Yangtse, in December 1921, to gain some idea of the river 
and to suggest what further information and data will be 
needed before he makes another more detailed investigation

We were very fortunate to have at that time as the 
Minister of Interior, Mr. Kao Ling Wei, a man of fair mind 
and good judgement. He had a very thorough discussion 
with me, upon my return from Shanghai, of the condition and 
circumstances bearing upon the question of the formation of 


a Yangtse river commission and he at once decided to have > 


the commission organized. The president was interviewed 
and the matter was quickly settled ata subsequent Cabinet 
meeting. In order to secure the fullest co-operation, the 


_ Director of the Customs Administration, the Director of the 


National Conservancy Board and Mr. Chang Chien were 
appointed vice-presidents on the Yangtse River Commission 
to assist Mr. Kao Ling Wei, the President. The Commission 
was to have charge of all matters relating to the conservancy 
of the Yangtse. We have as members on the Commission 


representatives of the different Ministries and delegates . 


from the various provinces bordering on the river. ith 
such a representation, you would naturally: think that the 
Commission could proceed to function without any difficulty; 
hut it was far from it. No sooner had the Commission been 
formally organized than telegrams of complaint ‘and ‘articles 


of attack appeared in the newspapers, condemning the whole © 


movement as disgraceful and unpatriotic. We had to spend 
much time and effort in trying to remove these oppositions. 


The first thing the Commission did was the appointment 
of a Technical Committee to take charge of the technical 
investigations and researches. A committee of seven was 
appointed by the president, consisting of three foreign 


experts and four Chinese engineers. The Committee met in | 


Shanghai and after a careful study of conditions, recom- 
mended a program of work tothe president under the date 
of March 4, 1922. The program was submitted to the 
Commission and was approved. 


The Committee got busy and they secured as the Chief 
Survey Engineer the services of Mr. G. G. Stroebe, an 
American engineer of high standing with the Philippine 


' government, who had served as an engineer in the Public 


Works Department for over ten years. Mr. Stroebe arrived in 
China in the first partof July and we at once started the 
organization of the Survey Department. The river was high 
and the Committee was anxious to gauge the river at its 
highest flood. 


It was not an easy task to effect the organization of such 


a department in ashorttime. Besides the getting of proper 
personnel for the different duties and the securing of 
various kinds of instruments, the gauging of a river like the 
Yangtse flowing with a velocity of more than two meters per 
second, needed special consideration and training. It was 
through the friendly cooperation of the Whenshes 
Conservancy Board that the surveyors of the Committee

by the Reds upon their occupation of the Siberian Capital. 


Areal problemis facing Shanghai as to whether or not the 
men and women should be allowed to land or proceed to 
another port.

A plan to tax Szechuenese salt merchants to raise 
money for the organization of a new Szechuen Army by 
General Yang Seng, a favorite of General Wu Pei-fu, has 
just been endorsed by the latter. An additional tax ef $1.50 
will be imposed onevery bale of salt exported from Szechuen. 
Salt merchants in Szechuen have raised strong opposition 
and protest against excessive taxation for military purposes.

Stratton reports that keen interest is springing up every- 
where, and all the nations of the world will unite in making 
this the greatest fair ever held. | 


Bandits are threatening vengeance at Yiyang in Hunan 
because the Yiyang magistrate, in his efforts to suppress the 
rising of banditry in his district, has executed recently quite 
a large number of bandits. Soldiers are out in the country to 
watch the movements of brigands with the view of suppress- 
ing their activities. In spite of the prompt efforts of officials 
there to maintain order, however, there is much scare about 
the recrudescence of banditry there. 


Mrs. S. H. Littell, of the American Church Mission, 
has been interesting herself in a movement to start work 
in Hankow for the aid of helpless Chinese women similar 
to that of the Door of Hope in Shanghai. An initial meeting 
was held in her residence at the beginning of the week, and 
several ladies interested were present. It is planned that 
efforts should be made to arouse public interest in this 
important work so as to insure its usefulness. 


A representative from the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce has passed Hankow for Changsha, Hunan, for the 
purpose of investigating the provincial constitution. He was 
sent to Hunan to interview Governor Chao Heng-ti with the 
view of bringing up the question of framing the national 
constitution for China at this time. His mission is said to 
have been endorsed by all delegates to the National Cham- 
bers Conference in Hankow which has just closed. 


According to the Chinese Government Bureau of In- 
formation, Gerieral Wu Pei-fu is reported to have drawn up 
a plan for the construction of a highway extending from 
Mengching Railway line to Tsinan in Shantung Province, 
and westward to Ichang. The road is to be constructed by 
utilizing the labor of disbanded troops inthe north with a 
view to giving them proper employment. Estimates of the 
cost and other details of the plan are being prepared. 


The Augustana Lutheran Missionaries from Honanfu 
(Loyang) are reported to be on their way to Hankow in 
view of the uncertain situation in Honan. Their departure 
from Loyang indicates serious uneasiness, as missionaries 
cannot feel sure at Wu Pei-fu’s front door. A party of 
foreign missionaries arrived in Hankow on November 30, 
and report that they know of no determined effort on the 
part of Wu Pei-fu or anyone else to deal with the situation. 


The Electric Light Company at Nanchang, Kiangsi, 
has recently acquired a suitable site near the south gateway 
to the river side, and the site will be used for the erection 
of new plant and works for Nanchang. The erection has 
been decided upon owing to the fact that the present plant 
inside the city is totally unable to mect present demands, 
and the new plant will supplement the old works. The 
machinery has been purchased and is now on the way to 
Nanchang. 


At a meeting of the hockey selection committee last 
week, Hankow has picked out a team to represent Hankow 
in the coming interport matches with Peking and Tientsin.

The clock is to bea Seth Thomas Tower 
Clock, manufactured by the Seth Thomas Clock Co.. Thoma- 
ston, Conn. It is to operate Westerminster chimes ; one 
peal of the bell consisting of five bells, the largest bell being 
15,000 Ibs. The clock is four 9’-6”" sectional glass and iron 
dials, having black Roman numerals and hands. The move- 
entm of the clock is guaranteed by the manufacturers not 
yo be affectedby temperature varying from 25 to 105 degrees. 


Professor Robertson of the lecture department of the 
Y. M. C. A. National Committee, Shanghai, delivered a 
series of lectures on radio, relativity and science and religion 
in the M. C. A. at Nanchang in November. The radio 
demonstrations were received with enthusiasm by groups 
of officials, gentry and government school students and 
teachers. The officials of Nanchang showed their apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Robertson’s lectures by entertaining Professor 
Robertson ata Y. M.C. A. farewell dinner on the occasion 
of his departure from Nanchang for Anking where he will 
continue his lectures for the benefit of schools there. 


Commercial delegates from the provinces of Chihli, 
Kiangsu and Szechuen to the annual conference of the 
National Associated Chambers of Commerce of China which 


concluded its sessions in Hankow last week, have specially | 


emphasized the Resolution of Abolition of Chinese Milit- 
arism, and in their statement issued, it is pointed out that 
since at the Washington conference China was a signatory to 
an agreement to disarm troops, the disarmament plan should 
be carried out, Super tuchuns and Tuchuns should be strongly 
urged to put aside their differences and work for 
reunification in the country, otherwise China will have no 
chance to take back from foreign Powers the various rights 
and privileges necessary to her national existence. 


A touring party of forty Chinese athletes of the Chin 
Woo Athletic Association of Shanghai arrived in Hankow 
last week after a visitto Peking and Tientsin. They were 
welcomed at the railway station by representatives of several 
schools, the Chinese Volunteer Corps, Chinese newspapers 


in Hankow and members of the Chin Woo Association in 
Hankow. At the reception given to the visitors, Chen 
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Kung-che of the party said that their object of touring in 
North China has been to arouse interest and em >hasize the 


importance of physical culture,and alsoto make an appeal. 


to the government for the adoption and registration of the 
Chin oo system of physical training in China. A 
gymkhana of physical exhibitions and musical entertainments 
will be held during the week end by the party and local 
members for the celebration of the 5th anniversary of the 
Hankow Association. 


The Upper Yangtze shipping season is now over for 
arge steamers, now that water has fallen to an unnavigable 
level in the Gorges. A sudden rise in the river in the 
middle of November enabled Alice Dollar, Lungmow and 
Wanhsien to make a few more trips than scheduled. The 
freight rate charged for these trips was Tls.6 to Tls. 7.5 
er picul of cargo. With the closing down of operations by 
arge steamers, some small steamers are to attempt running 
- winter. If this is accomplished this year, it will be the 


rst time in the history of the river that it has been done by 


steamers. The steamer Yuenji went down river a couple of 
years ago in midwinter, but did not attergpt to return. It 
seems that ships with draft shallow enough to be able to go 
down in low water have not power enough to do the up trip, 
and those with power enough for the up trip have too deep a 
draft to make the down trip possible. Effort is being made 
to stop steam navigation during the winter, and it is pre- 
sumed that river men and those interested in junk traffic are 
making the proposal. 


The Hupeh Provincial sports meet was held last Friday 
and Saturday with splendid results. Dr. J. H. Gray, 
director of the physical department of the Y. M.C.A. 
National Committee, purposely visited Hankow from 
Shanghai for the occasion, and addressed the opening meet- 
ing of the Meet which took place in Wesley College. Among 
the schools represented were Boone University, Chung Hwa 
University, Foo Teh Academy, Higher Normal College, 
Trinity Middle School, the Foreign Language School, 
Wesley oe , Commercial College, and some government 
middle schools. After the meet it was suggested that some 
action should be taken to secure an adequate recreation 

round for schools in Wuchang. An open space in the 
ront of the Provincial Assembly Hall was considered to be 
most desirable as the site for the ground, but it is unflerstood 
that although the project to turn that into a recreation 


ground was before the Assembly two times, the plan fell _ 


through for lack of financial ‘sponsoring. 


James Slevin, an American citizen, was arrested in 
Hankow last Sunday on charge of an attempt to ship three 
aeroplanes into Hankow. The planes were seized by a party 
of naval officers from the U. 3. S. Isabe/ who found the planes 
transhipped into Chinese junks. According to information 
received by American authorities, these aeroplanes which 
were originally destined for Foochow with an export 
permit issued by the U. S. Department of State are to be 
used by the Chinese militarists in this center. The original 
consignees of the shipment at Foochow are the proprietors of 
a motor-bus company in Foochow who were supposed to use 
‘the planes for purely commercial purposes. James Slevin 
was tried several times in the U. S. Consular Cou:t in 
Hankow, and he offered in his defence that in this trans- 
action he was acting in an advisory capacity for the Chinese 
party who bought the shipment. Several important points of 
American law are involved, and the case may probably he 
transferred to the U. S. Court in Shanghai for trial. Mr, 
Slevin is now waiting for the next trial in the Hankow Court 
next Monday, being defended by R. A. Frost a 


A military expedition by airplanes to exterminate 
banditry in Honan Province is being conducted by General 
Chin Yun-ao whois meeting with tangible success for his 
efforts. C. O. Forsberg, of the Augustana Synod Mission. 
who was held by the bandits since his capture on October 13. 
has been released and arrived in Hankow last Saturday, 
being safely brought out from Kiahsien to Chengchow by 
government troops and army officers. The Chinese army 


officer who brought him to Chengchow is said to have gone | 


back to Kiahsien to take other missionaries who have been 
released, namely, Mr. Lundeen, Mr. Borg Breen and his 
five year old child. General Chin Yun-ao arrived at 
Kiahsien from Chengchow last Thursday. According to a 
telegram from ~ nal D, W. Vikner, an airplane campaign is 
now being conducted to drive all bandits from the highways 
and principal towns. The bandits are said to have retired 
almost entirely in that district. Father Grimaldi of the 
Roman Catholic Mission and the two French engineers of 
the Lunghai Railway, however, have not yet been located 
by government troops. Efforts are being made by for- 


eigners to urge the government army to locate the missing 
foreigners.

The Canton Press Association 
has sent him an invitation to pay it a visit. | 


At this writing a commission is sitting at Hongkong 
appointed to inquire into the piracy on the Hongkong, 
Canton and Macao Steamboat Company’s s. 5. Swi An, on 
November 19, and to consider whether or not the existing 
precautions against piracy are adequate and efficient. 


George L. Brander, agent of the Anglo-French-China 
Syndicate, Ltd., arrived at London fram Canton, November 
13 to arrange for the issue of Kwangtung government bonds 
there. The first issue of £2,000,000 is expected to be effected 
before the end of this year, it is learned from a local source. 


To show that the government in Canton has no intention 


of relicensing gambling as a measure of public revenue, | 


General Chen Chiung-ming has issued an order to arrest all 
military officers protecting gambling and hold every magis- 


trate responsible for gambling found within his jurisdiction. 


In spite of military disturbance along the Canton-Fukien 
and the Canton-Kwangsi borders, public highway construction 
is progressing rapidly in all districts. Highway construction 


is a district as well as a provinical policy, and financial. 


difficulty on the part of the province does not necessarily 
affect the districts. 


After a lapse of several months, Canton again has 
baseball teams. Besides the Chinese team, there are the 
Japanese and the American teams. The Canton Christian 
College, with Edward Shim as coach, and the High Normal 
School, directed by Chiu Shi Luen, are ga for inter- 
scholastic games. Shim was formerly a Honolulu player, 
and Chiu was one time of the Waseda team in Japan. 


The postal authorities of Hongkong have announced 
that they have received advice that all the British Postal 
Agencies in China were closed and withdrawn ‘on November 


30, in fulfilment of the agreement reached between the 


Powers at the Washington Conference, and that the whole 
of the Chinese staffs at those agencies were taken over by 
the Chinese Postal Administration on December first. 


Canton now has nearly 40,000 troops in active 
service in Kwangsi and in districts along the Fukien- 
Kwangtung border. To raise funds for the support of this 
extraordinary army, every district will be required to dispose 
of acertain amount of Kwangtung bonds. To replace govern- 
ment loss inthe depreciation of Provincial Bank of Kwang- 
tung notes, a surtax of 50 percent has been imposed on every 
form of government tax and public dues, if same are paid in 
notes. The present worth of the government notes is 44 
percent of the face value. 


Dr. M. M. de Colbert, the German now held in connection 
with the bomb outrages at Canton, October 19, will be tried 
by the Canton District Court. Li Kuo-ying, a Chinese 


lawyer, has been retained for his defense. This will be the — 


first case in this court in which a foreigner is defendant. 
The Canton District Procurater is not yet prepared to submit 
the case to the court for trial. He may ask for the dismissal 
of the case, it is said, in case he is pretty sure that the charge 
cannot be sustainedin court. Friends of Dr. de Colbert are 
being assured that every privilege possible under the law will, 
be accorded. 


His Excellency, Mgr. Celso Costantini, Ph. D., D.D. 
Archbishop of Theodasia, and first Apostolic Delegate to 
China, arrived at Canton, December 7. His Holiness Pius 
XI, aware of the continuously growing importance of the

The Week in the Far East 


(Covering the ‘period from Wednesday December 6 to 
ednesday, December 13.) 


The usual supply of rumors and counter-rumors with 
regard to the future of the difficult situation in which the 
Peking government has been for some time, and routine news 
from all other sources make up the content of the week 
under review. The Peking government continues to have its 
moves and counter-moves of politicians, militarists, and 
officials. The latest step of importance was the general 
exodus of the leading officials and politicians from Pekin 
ogi to Paotingfu to tender congratulations to Genera 
Tsao Kun on the day of his birthday, which was nothing 
short of a political conference. A special train left Peking 


with various men of whom rumors were current regarding 


the positions they desired and which Tsao Kun would be able 


to bring about, in case he attains a high position. 


Latest information from the Capital regarding the 


Premier situation was contained in a dispatch through 
Reuters Service to the China Press: ; 


President Li Yuan-hung has offered Dr.C. T. Wang ‘the 
Taili Premiership pending Parliament’s vote on General 
Chang Shau-tseng. President Li Yuan-hung has also 
circularised the provinces explaining the nomination of 
General Chang Shou-tseng and the probable appointment of 
Dr. C. T. Wang in a temporary capacity, a mandate for 
which will probably be issued this week. 


While no information has officially been disclosed with 
regard to the Paotingfu discussions it is semi-officially stated 
that nothing in the nature of a general conference is taking 
place, the discussions being confined to conversations 
between groups of officials and officers. It is stated that 
Tsao Kun is reticent with regard to the nomination of 
General Chang Shou-tseng, thereby creating an impression 
that he does not favor the appointment of General Chang as 
Premier. General Tsao Kunis also most reticent concerning 
the Presidency, in which connection he refuses to be drawn 
into a discussion. 


While hotels were reserved for the official guests of 
Tsao Kun on the day of his birthday celebration many 
rumors were current that the gathering was nothing short of 
a political conference. This was the fifty-ninth birthday of 
the Paoting warlord and each year the celebration is 


becoming more of a political parley resulting in sweeping 


changes inthe Peking government. It was earlier reported 
because of the political unrest and the bandit situation in 
Honan, Marshal Tsao would not have sucha great affair 
and theatrical performance would be deleted. The Asiatic 
News Ageney had the following to say regarding same: 


In spite of his advertisements in the Press declining to 
celebrate his birthday, many prominent and high government 
officials as well as parliamentarians have left for Paoting to 
offer their felicitations to General Tsao Kun and incidentally, 
to discuss the Cabinet situation with him. The fate of the 
proposed Chang Shao-tseng cabinet will be decided at 


 Paoting. 


The evacuation of Shantung during the week under 
review has caused a great amount of international interest. 
The serious bandit situation arising out of the fact that the 
Japanese authorities were ready to proceed with negotiations 
previous to the time when the proper Chinese authorities 
were able to be present, almost resulted in the forecast made 
by a number of prominent Chinese and Japanese people as 
well as foreigners. However, when C. T. Wang, arrived in 
Tsingtao where the formal transfer was made, a quiet 
dignified ceremony took place and the following agreement

Japanese Empire, acting in accordance with the treaty for the 
settlement of outstanding questions relative to Shantung, 
signed on February 4, 1922, at Washington, have for the 
purpose of arrangements of details relative to the transfer 
of the Tsingtao-Tsinanfu Railway and the valuation of its 
properties, appointed hereby their commissioners respectively 
to form a Sino-Japanese Joint Railway Commission, that 1s 
to say :— 


The of the Chinese Republic :—Chenting 
Thomas Wang, Director-General for the Rehabilitation of 
Shantung Rights; Chih Chang-lao, Vice-Minister of the 
Ministry of Communications ; Meng Hsiung-lu , Counsellor 
of the Ministry of Communications; Teh Ching-yen, Chief 
Technical Export of the Ministry of Communications. 


The government of the Japanese Empire: Yukichi 
Obata, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to China; Asanosuke Asiyama, Chief of the Tsingtao Civil 
Administration; and Takuyichi Omura, Railway Expert, 
who have agreed at Peking upon the following articles 
which include details of the transfer. 


The bandit situation in Honan seems to be quieting 
down and Wu Pei-fu finally seems to havecome to the 
conclusion that he should do something to get the foreigners 
released. According to a report in the Peting Leader, he has 
heretofore sent his worst troops to Honan but lately has 
despatched a fairly large detachment of really good men. He 
also sent a note to the Diplomatic Corps in Peking asking 
them not to send the International Commission of Investiga- 
tion as the foreigners would be released. The Commission 
postponed their departure until December 14, and in the 
meantime most of the foreigners have been released. 


Events in Canton seem to center around the much talked 
of Canton loan from the British. A public statement has 
been made in this connection by the British Legation in 
Peking, that was issued in view of the misleading reports 
which have recently appeared in the press in regard tothe 
British government’s connection with the loans negotiated 
by the Anglo-French Corporation at Canton. The report 
that appeared in the Peting Leader included in part the follow- 
ing information: 3 


Every friend of China will be glad to learn that the 
British government looks upon these loans as purely a 
private matter between the Corporation and the Canton 
authorities and that it does not intend to use diplomatic or 
other pressure to assist the Corporation in case the Canton 
authorities fail to make the payments of principal or interest 
at the times due. If this interpretation of the statement 
from the British Legation be incorrect, Te Leader will be glad 
to give space to a further statement. | 


In view of this formal announcement by the Legation 
on behalf of the British government, the loans probably will 
not be made, since it will be extremely difficult to get anyone 
in England or elsewhere to subscribe to the bonds. Kvyen 
with the strongest possible support of the British govern- 
ment, the assurancesof payment would be none too gvod. 
Without that support the security is practically of no value, 
as the loan agreements have been drawn. 

Business in Canton seems depressed, and labor unrest 
prevails. Serious strikes have been taking place, and all due 
to the depreciation of the Kwangtung notes. Events in the 
Philippines, and Hongkong seem to be on a level, Organiza- 
tions are beginning to prepare for the annual commercial 
om igag and carnival which is held in February annually in 

fanila. 


Press opinion in Japan is pessimistic in some quarters. 
and optimistic in others over the friendship between Japan 
and China following the conclusion of the Shantung agree- 
ment, which has removed the serious obstacle that has long 
lain astride the path of Sino-Japanese friendship. The 
following report appeared in the Ciugai Shogyo regarding same: 


It is satisfactory to note that the Sino-Japanese negotia > 


ions that have been progress between the Japanese and 
Chinese governments for the last five months have been 


brought to an amicable end.” In conducting the negotiations 


the Japanese government has displayed an attitude of equity 
and sincerity throughout settling all matters in accordance 
with the general rules laid down at Washington. In con- 
sequence of this agreement, administrative power in Tsing- 
tao, which has been exercised by Japan during the last eight 
years since the capture of the place by the Japanese troops, is 
tobe handed overto Chinese hands, December 10. As the 
official statement published by the Foreign office indicates, 
thé Japanese government gave ample evidence of good 
neighborliness in conducting negotiations by making many 
concessions, with a view to promoting the peace of the Far 
East as well as Sino-Japanese friendship,

The Laws on Negotiable Instruments 


** An Inquiry into the Laws on Negotiable Instruments’? (in 
Chinese.) Published by the ** Banker's Weekly,’ 1922. 


HE book under review is composed of a number of 

! essays dealing comprehensively with the drafting ofa 
law on negotiable instruments for China. In view of 

the growing credit transactions in China, probably no one 
will gainsay the importance of such a work. A credit 
instrument, say a bill of exchange, passing freely from hand 
to hand, is extremely delicate and conducive to fraud. Only 


- when a law has been enacted defining its nature and form, 


giving the holder in due course a better claim than the 
assignor against fraud, and regulating its mode of presenta- 
tion and protests, etc., can the evils inherent thereto be 
ameliorated and the third innocent party duly protected. 
How to apply these general principles to the peculiar credit 

situation in China forms the principal object of this book 
which has been ingeniously edited by Mr. Li Hsin, a returnec 
student from Japan and an expert in commercial law. 


A careful perusal of the book will assure its readers 


that it has contained something really interesting and in- 


structive. The general plan of it is as follows: (1) 


samples of credit instruments used by some of the Shanghai : 


banks; (2) various proposals for the enactment of a 
(3) constitution and bye-laws 


ganizations; (4) the draft of a negotiable instruments 
law; and (5) miscellaneous. It is in Part Four that we fird 
the essence of the present work. The draft which was 
prepared in the late Tsing Dynasty has never been enacted 
into a law. Should conditions be favorable for the enactment 
of a law on_ negotiable instruments, it would probably be the 
principal refereiice. While no pain has been spared to take 
notice of the Chinese customary pratices, the use ofa —_ 
being, for instance, particularly emphasized, the draft as 


whole may be regarded as being in line with the laws of 
other countries.. 


This draft ius been both upheld aa criticized’ through- 
out the book, but all are agreed that -the time is ripe for 
China to do something on this line of her commercial law.

ITH the successive visitations of flood and drought on 
W various provinces of China, progress has been made 
along the work of Philanthropy. The most 
Prominent one is the establishment of the Hsiang San 
Children’s Home in Peking by the Hon. Hsiung Hsi-ling, 
former premier of the Republic. If you read a little book of 
only 38 pages entitled “The Hsiang San Children’s Home, 
Western Hills, Peking’ by Mr. Hsiung, you will be struck 
by the wonderful accomplishment that this enthusiastic 
philanthropist has brought about.

In order 
to accomplish this end as well as to extend the Home in large 
scope, contributions from the public are hoped for, as with the 
help of philanthropists and educationalists, the work will be

In view of these considerations we are disposed 
to believe that Mr. Yu misunderstood defendant and 
that the latter did not really claim to own the copper. 
But if he did such representation would seem to be 
excluded by the terms of the following provision: 

“That upon a trial for having, by any false pretense, 
obtained the signature of any person to any written in- 
strument, or obtained from any person any valuable thing, no 
evidence can be admitted of a false pretense expressed orally 


and unaccompanied by a false token or writing; but sucé 
pretense, or some note or memorandum thereof. must be in writing, and 


either subscribed by or in the handwriting of the defendant,” ! 


The inspiration of this statute was evidently the 
belief that one’s conviction of this offense ought not 
to be based upon frail memory alone. Defendant 


_ Invoked its benefits and objected to the evidence of 


Mr. Yu which, under the terms of the statute could 
not be made the basis of a finding. 


Defendant admits (p. 14) having stated that “‘we 
had spot goods in Shanghai” and claims to have based 
the statement upon an option for the entire amount of 
copper reported to him as early as February 10 by his 
Chinese co-director Mr. Tsao. He gives the name of 
the dealer furnishing the option and produces a sample 
said to have been secured from him. The co-director 
seems not to have been in Shanghai at the time of the 
trial, but a relative of his testified: 

_“Mr. Tsao told me that the caneer he could get from one 

Chinese big firm Dong Chee Kee. He told me that Mr. Boyd 

could get copper from him,” : 

Defendant says that he believed his co-director 
and relied upon this option. He was not required 
to go farther and prove that Tsao’s report was true. 

* Since there can be no intent to obtain the property by 
means of the false pretense unless accused knows the pretense 

to be untrue, such knowledge on his part is essential to the 


commission of the crime. If accused believes in the truth of 


the representation made, although it may be false, the offense 
is not committed.” * 


But as the prosecution had the dealer’s name it 
was provided with the means of testing the reality of 


the option. 


There is considerable testimony as to alleged 
misstatements by defendant after the contract had 
been signed and the money paid. But even if these 
were found to be established they would be insufficient, 

“For the reason that the pretense must be effective 
cause in inducing the owner to part with his property, there 


can be no conviction based upon a pretense made after the 
property was obtained.” °

In the second part of the information it is charged, 
as we have seen, that the complaining witness believed 
‘said false pretenses and representations and . . there- 
by was induced” to pay over the money. It was 


— not only to allege but to prove this averment, 
or 


“It is not sufficient that there is a false pretense ; the owner 
of the property must rely on it; the pretense must be an 


effective cause in inducing the owner to part with his 
property.” 


Now the one who would know if he were so 


induced was the complaining witness himself. But 


he is silent on the subject. He testifies regarding not 
only the interview described by Mr. Yu but also 
several prior interviews and he not only does not 
claim to have been induced by the representations 
charged in the information but he does not even 
mention such representations. | 


There is, moreover, other testimony regarding 
these prior interviews when the terms of the contract 
were really agreed upon. For at the date of signing, 
February 16, the contract had already been drafted 
and Mr. Yu’s principal function seems to have been 
to compare the Chinese and English versions. 
Naturally then the terms of the contract and the 
inducements to enter it must have been discussed 
at the prior interviews. The Chinese witnesses for 
the defense testify regarding these interviews but 


neither of them mentions representations like those 


charged, and one of them testifies: 


‘ The first time Chang and I met Tsao and Boyd we 
asked him the price and Mr. Tsao and Boyd said ‘ let me tell 
you tomorrow. Let me get price from market.’ 
© Did Mr. Boyd ever state he owned the copper? 

I never heard that.” | 


It seems clear, then, that the second element of 


the charge is wholly unsupported. 


There is conflict in the evidence regarding the 


nondelivery of the copper, defendant claiming that 


it was due to the purchaser’s failure to provide 
proper permits for transportation from Hankow to 
Changsha. But it would be profitless to go into this. 


_ TE it were true that defendant perpetrated frauds after 
receiving the money it would afford no ground for 


convicting him of obtaining it under false pretenses. 
The latter, as we have seen, must have been made 
before delivery. | 


On the whole we feel satisfied that the Court of 
Appeals would not sustain a conviction upon this 


evidence and we have no alternative but to acquit the 


defendant with costs de officio. 


IT IS SO ORDERED.
